has a place by itself. 
There is also a 
peculiar grouping 
or classification 
of 
symbols into groups to further facili- 
tate the mental labors of the typeset- 
ters. 
Thus in the Immediate vicinity 
of the symbol for fish would be found 
the symbols of scales, net, 
fins, tall, 
gills. 
This simplifies the labor, which 
in any event must be so strenuous that 
It is evident that the compositor's end 
of the Chinese newspaper should, if 
perfect justice ruled, be the highest 
paid. 
The compositor is a staid and digni- 
fied individual, and as he slowly walks 
from symbol to symbol, 
picking 
up 
those which he requires with provok- 
ing calmness, the American compositor 
might 
well 
wonder 
when 
the

would be completed, and to set up the 
type required for a small four page 
dally 
paper the constant
